"This measure will protect streets im- 


proved subsequent to the passage of 
the ordinance; our troubles at present, 
however, is -to protect the streets built 
prior to Its passage. The latest or- 
dinance 'covering this point is No. 1702, 
passed June 21st, 1S05. 'All persons ex- 
cavating in the streets are required to 
deposit $10 for each thirty square feet 
of surface disturbed; or in lieu there- 
of to file with 
the Board 
of Public 


Works a general bond; said deposit or 
bond being held by the Board .as se- 
curity that the person will comply with 
the terms of the ordinance .and repair 
any place disturbed upon notice, with- 
in five days after the receipt of said 
notice, for a 'period of one year.' 
Un- 


der the terms of this ordinance we are 
obliged to give notice to any person 
who has left a street in bad condition 
that repairs must be made within five 
days. We are constantly sending out 
notices of this character, but the cir- 
cumstances 
surrounding this 
whole 


question are such that it is a practical 
Impossibility for 
the undersigned 
to 


prevent a street being left temporarily 
in comparatively bad condition. 


"For instance, a man applies to your 


secretary today, for a permit and se- 
cures same; he makes the excavation 
tomorrow, next day or any time with- 
in two or three weeks.

"SCHOLARSHIP IN 


THE UNIVERSITY.' 


O. M. Warnei' JJ. livers 
a 


Interesting and Able 


Very 


C. M. Warner, '99, president of the 


Lev! Strauss 
Scholarship 
Club, nex 


spoke on "Scholarships in the Univer- 
sity." 


Mr. Warner said In part: 


Throughout 
the whole of tha 


present century there has been 
growing in the hearts of the peo- 
ple an appreciation of the truth 
that an educated citizenship is a 
great 
reservoir 
of 
national 


strength and with it a sense of the 
responsibility of the State in pro- 
viding- tiie means for the attain- 
ment of such an end. This senti- 
ment has worked itself out in a 
magnificent system of public in- 
struction, thoroughly democratic, 
penetrating the 
most backward 


district, pushing into the furthest 
frontier and establishing among 
us scores of colleges and univer- 
sities. The profit to the nation has 
been Incalculable, even in point ot 
material wealth. 
Moreover, the 


whole social and intellectual level 
of the whole nation has been rais- 
ed and the citizen with whom now 
rests the power of the ballot is in 
general far more capable of an in- 
telligent opinion than he has ever 
been. 


But It is said that this generous 


provision of the State, notwith- 
standing its splendid results, has 
been attended by a diminished in- 
tensity of purpose on the part of 
the student in the higher institu- 
tions. In the days of old when 
there were not a half-dozen seats 
o£ learning available, and when 
these opened their doors only to 
those who were able to pay iibcr- 
ally for their instruction, a di- 
ploma was a greater prize than it 
is today. "When a student offered 
the labor of years in exchange for 
' the few short months of instruc- 


tion he was not likely to waste 
even his moments, but valued his 
opportunities in proportion to the 
sacrifices he had undergone to at- 
tain them. But now hundreds of 
young people are sent to college 
just as they were sent to gram- 
mar school, because of the author- 
ity of the 
parents; 
and 
even 


though the power and scope of the 
university work has been vastly 
enlarged, the charge stands that 
the quality of work, on the part 
of the student. In proportion to tha 
present facilities, has suffered de- 
'terioration. How far this is true, 
I do r.ot know, but there Is cer- 
tainly a large class of those who 
are actuated 
by the same mo- 


tives and 
who labor 
under the 


same difficulties as did those with 
whom the 
critic contrasts 
the 


present state of University life. 


In spite of the great efforts of 


the State to make the university 
available to those of most mod- 
erate means, there are still many 
hundreds who must face the prob- 
lem knowing that success involves

haps many;years of toil, and a 
constant sacrifice of all other de- 
sires to this one of securing a uni- 
versity1 training. 


There are 
about 
100 bachelor 


students at the University of Cali- 
fornia! This Is the first step to- 
wards economy. There were last 
year 250 worthy applicants 
for 


.scholarships—that is 250 students, 
the outcome of- whose race;for ed- 
ucation was doubtful. There'are 
between one and two hundred whO' 
are occupied in some sort of em- 
ployment outside of college hours. 
This condition attains In every'de- 
gree from the student who has 
but a few dolTars extra to earn 
to him who has to provide for all 
his 
necessities. 
The 
ordinary 


course will occupy fully the days 
and evenings of a student who can 
devote his whole time to study. 
Then that seven out of twenty- 
four hours 
are 
given 
to work 


outride the course. 


There is a sentiment through- 


out the State that the establish- 
ment of scholarship funds is sim- 
ply an act by which wealthy men 
choose to purchase honors. 
But 


to the student who receives its 
benefit it means a great 
relief 


from exhaustive physical strain. 
It means a clearer brain, a read- 
ier grasp of truth and a finer tem- 
per of the mental qualities. , To 
the State it means that for every 
man or woman thus enabled to 
secure university training she has 
a citizen whose usefulness 
has 


been doubled. It is an Investment 
bearing compound interest. 


No nobler act has been done and 


more destined to bear richer fruits 
to its. originators than the found- 
ing of sixty-three new scholar- 
ships. In voting a fund for schol- 
arships the State did a Stately 
deed. But the same praise must 
be granted to those large-souled 
liberal-hearted 
citizens 
whose 


beneficence has m'ade their names 
immortal 
in 
the 
West—Mrs. 


Phoebe Heart and Lev! P. Strauss.

"Utility of University Education." 
In 


part he said: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gen- 


tlemen:—It is not necessary 
to 


offer an argument in favor of the 
.•University, or to attempt a dem- 
'onstration of its. usefulness. 
All 


questions of that nature have long 
since been determined. 
I desire 


merely to mention a few of the 
many good results which we may 
expect to flow from the work of 
this great institution. There are 
some excellent :people who still 
doubt the utillty^'of a university 
training—some 
"who 
fear "the 


over-education off-the people," as 
they are pi eased1-to'-term it, and 
others 'who ccmtenQ that the most 
useful men are --those- who edu- 
cate themselves in''the actual, ev- 
eryday work of life; We are often • 
reminded that Shakespeare, the 
greatest of the poets, was self- 
taught; that George Washington 
the Father of his Country, was 
denied even a common school ed- 
ucation; that John Marshall, the 
most profound o£. all our jurists,, 
was educated in the camp of the 
soldier and in the' rural court- 
houses of Virginia: 
that Abra- 


ham L/incoin, the greatest of all 
Americans, was salt-Instructed by 
the light o£ the pine knot and the 
tallow dip of the pioneer cabin. 
We are also reminded that some 
of the most eminent men of sci- 
ence—Huxley, Tyndale, 
Darwin, 


and 
Spencer, were strangers to 


the university. 
These examples 


do not 
constitute an 
argument 


against university training; they 
merely demonstrate that men of 
genius may 
achieve greatness 


a.gainst all obstacles. 


Endowed with unusual talents 


they rise to eminence by over- 
coming 
difficulties which would 


bar the progress of leas deter- 
mined minds. For 
them 
there 


were no skillful teachers to make 
plain and easy the road to learn- 
ing and to usefulness. They were 
compelled to tread "the iteep and 
thorny 
pathway" because they 


could not do better. 
Given the 


advantages of 
college training, 


. who can 
tell how 
much more 


they might 
have 
accomplished 


and what hours of 
weary toil 


might have been saved for useful 
•work. Their example only shows 
that i.here is such a thing as a 
university of 
the world. 
It 1s 


the school of experience which all 
must 
enter after 
leaving 
the 


class-room. 


Those who have the training of 


the college will enter the school 
of life better equipped in all re- 
spects. 
I presume no one who 


graduates 
from this 
Institution 


will for a momer.t imagine that 
his education is finished; if so, 
he will soon discover his mistake. 
Bishop Berkeley has well said: 
"He that would make a. real pro- 
gress in knowledge must dedicates 
his age as well as his youth—the 
later growth as well as the first 
fruits—at the altar of truth." No 
matter how great may be his pro- 
gress in knowledge, even after a 
long life of investigation and dil- 
igent labor, he will If gifted with 
the modesty of the truly great, 
feel 
as Sir Isaac 
Newton, the 


greatest of the natural philoso- 
phers, and a graduate of Cam- 
bridge, 
expressed himself when 


about to close his remarkable ca- 
reer: "I do not know what I may 
appear 
to the 
world," said he, 


"but to myself 
I seem to have 


been only a boy playing oh the 
seashore, and diverting myself.in 
now and then finding a smoother 
pebble or a. prettier shell than or- 
dinary; whilst the great ocean of ' 
truth .lay all undiscovered before 
me." -• 


COLLEGE TRAINIXG. 


The aim of college training is 


simply to teach the mind how to 
think clearly and to give expres- 
sion to thought correctly. Above 
all the chief purpose of wholesome 
education must ever 
< be to pro- 


mote the welfare, of. mankind. A 
g-reat 
poet, 
somewhat 
imbued 


"with a prejudice, against colleg-e 
training, In speaking of the wla-' 
flora'o£ a sallpr.-boy, has. said: . 
"With sky above and wave.belo^r,-.. 
He learned a higher.wisdom...than.;. 


neath the cope of Heaven is 
man." . 
Reduced, to plain 
prose, .the 


thought of the . poet is that the 
highest, wisdom leads to the pro- 
motion o"' the general welfare o£ 
the human race. This is the the- 
ory upon which our Government 
is. founded. 
. The Declaration 
of 
Independ- 


'.ence announces the principle and 
'.tho : Constitution of, the United 
. 


' States 
in" its 
preamble, recites 


that.one of the objects in estab- 
lishing the Government was to 
promote the general welfare—"To 
form a more perfect union, estab- 
lish Justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and our pos- 
terity." 
In a Nation like ours, 


which is controlled 
by popular 


suffrage, public opinion has full . 
sway. Parties change, the char- 
acter of the Government changes 
as the people themselves change 
their views upon public affairs. 
It 
follows that the Government 


will be 'good or bad according as 
the people are able to form sound 
or unsound opinions upon public 
issues. To enable them to reach 
correct conclusions, we have es- 
tablished a system of common 
schools, supplemented by the high 
schools and crowned by the uni- 
versity. 
We may now properly 


look to the university to take the 
lead in the great work of form- 
ing public opinion. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


In the nature of things it would 


be impossible for all the people . 
of the State to enjoy directly the 
benefits 
of the 
University. 
At 


present, with a population of less 
than two millions, we have some- 
thing more 
than 2,000 students. 


Approximately only about one in 
a thousand of the people can be 
educated here. 
That 
does not 


seem to be a large percentage, and 
yet, If the material be good and 
the training of the right sort, the 
result upon the entire body politic 
will be sufficient to permeate the 
whole and lead to grand results. 
What is being done by our Uni- 
versity is being done also in other 
States and in other countries by 
similar institutions. Taken alto- 
gether this educational work is 
the most powerful engine for good 
of modern times. 


The universities of today are in- 


finitely superior to those of any 
former time. We must not forget 
the debt we owe to the Greeks and 
the Romans for the classical lit- 
erature they have left us. 
The 


treasures of art and of literature 
which have come down to us from 
the Greeks are priceless. The jur- 
isprudence of Rome has permeat- 
ed our entire social fabric, awak- 
ening our admiration for its wis- 
dom and our gratitude for its util- 
ity; 
but in the philosophy of those 


days the welfare of the people was 
a secondary consideration. Indeed, 
even 
the best of their philoso- 


phers, such a.s Plato and Seneca, 
looked with little favor upon util- 
ity and occupied themselves main- „ 
ly with abstract Ideas. Diogenes 
lived In a tub and begged for a 
living. 


In medieval times the universi- 


ties, such as those at Salerno, Par- 
is, Madrid. Vienna, and Gottengin, 
devoted themselves almost exclu- 
sively to teaching the three learn- 
ed professions, law, medicine- and 
theology- The arts and sciences 
were 
beneath 
their attention. 


The university of our day, teach- 
ing what we may term the mod- 
ern philosophy, has 
changed all 


' this. Without neglecting the pro- 


fessions it gives due consideration 
to the applied sciences—to every- 
thing which may 
benefit man- 


kind. Thus they are prepared to 
send out into active life r.ot only 
the great lawyer, the skilled phy- 
sician, the profound 
theologian, 


but also the trained engineer, the 
well instructed agriculturist, the 
miner and the mechanic, each fit- 
ted 
for intelligent work in his 


chosen vocation. 


The educated man of our day 


enters upon the active duties of 
life fully equipped for all emer- 
gencies, expecting difficulties and 
prepared to overcome them. 
In 


the ordinary affairs of life—as far- 
mer, 
merchant, banker, mechanic, 


laborer or in the professions, he 
must in the nature of things ex- 
ercise a great Influence In promot- 
ing what may be justly termed 
the higher civilization. 
By that 


I mean the civilization which will 
increase the general intelligence, 
mitig-ate 
human suffering 
and 


augment human happiness. Not 
only in the private walks of life 
will this influence be felt but even 
with greater benefit in public af- 
fairs. 


EDUCATION NECESSARY. 
A comparison 
of personal re- 


cords of the 
public men 
of our 


time and those of former genera- 
tions shows that the proportion of 
educated men now in public life is 
much greater than formerly. 
In 


England 
the leading statesmen 


bave for many generations been 
for the most part university men. 
Mr. Gladstone, who for more tnan 
fifty years was so prominent in 
public affairs, was a graduate of 
Trinity College, Oxford. 
In Ger- 


many Bismarck, who more than 
any other man of this century, has 
impressed himself upon his coun- 
try, was educated at the Univer- 
sity of Gottengin. As time passes 
and the average of general intel- 
ligence rises, as it surely will, the 
necessity for the highest educa- 
tion £or the public service will be- 
come greater. 
Let us hope that our universit- 


ies may inspire our public men 
along with the higher education, 
with a higher and nobler moral 
sentiment. Let us hope they will 
give us statesmen who will have 
the courage to lead the people in 
right 
channels, not wait to be 


led. 
I would not have them dis- 


regard the will of the people when 
that will has been .unmistakably 
expressed after mature considera- 
tion, but I would have them cour- 
ageous enough to seek the truth 
for the truth's sake and having 
formed their own opinions as to 
•what is for the public good, stand 
by them even if they must go 
down in defeat. 
Henry Clay said, "It is better to 
be right than to be President." A 
nobler sentiment was never ex- 
pressed. The 
man who. cannot 


live up to that sentiment can nev- 
er be a statesman. He may suc- 
ceed in getting office but he will 
be Only a demagogue. . What we 
need in this country today more 
than anything else is a class of 


, public men .who have intelligence 
' enough to know their duty and 
courage enough to perform it un- 
der all circumstances. • Such men 
are needed everywhere in all de- 
partments of the public service; 
they are1 especially needed in the 
legislature' .and .on.'-.-the 
bench. 


•How- often-are wo forced to_ blush 
with: .shame:.for;the. misconduct 


, they cast their votes for measures 


with, but little regard as to the 
merits or 
demerits, and many 


times because they have been in- 
structed so to dp by some one 
who had no right to instruct. 


DEFICIENCIES IN COURTS. 
More serious still Is the shame 
which we sometimes suffer in con- 
sequence of the deficiencies of our 
'courts. \ Men with little knowledge 
of the Jaw but skillful in the ways 
of the .politician seat themselves 
in the sacred places of :ustice, ex- 
emplifying by their rashness the 
old 
adage that " "fools rush in 


where 
angels 
fear to tread." 


Once 
in 
power they too ofton 


show the tendency of the politi- 
cian' rather than . the judge by 
framing 
their 
decisions to suit 


their political friends. Nothing 
that can be done in the public 
service Is so demoralizing as this. 
Here 
is the place of all others 


where the citizen reposes and has 
a right.to repose his trust. The 
court of justice Is the last resort 
of. injured innocence. It is the 
strong arm of the people, giving 
to the honest man his dues; and 
when the 
instrument 
through 


whom the law operates, permits 
himself to violate his trust he Is 
unworthy longer to be called an 
American citizen. 
INFLUENCE OF THE TEACHER. 


It is wonderful what an influence 
upon 
the affairs of the world 


has been exerted by the school 
teacher. His power IB silent but 
it is omnipotent. Homer's Immor- 
tal Iliad was read and admired 
by Aristotle, who taught it to 
Alexander and inspired him with 
an 
admiration 
for the heroes 


whose exploits were BO graphical- 
ly told in versi- by the great poet. 
With a copy of the Iliad correct- 
ed 
by the hand of Aristotle as 


his daily companion and under hia 
head for a pillow at night, Alex- 
ander went forth to imitate the 
exploits of Ajax 
and Achilles. 


Leading the flower of the country 
in 
armed 
combat against the 


world he overcame and conquer- 
ed wherever his battalions press- 
ed their feet. 
. Thus 
the brilliant imagination 


or the poet filtered through the 
brain of the philosopher tencher 
found lodgment in the ambitious 
sou! 
of the warrior and changed 


the map of the world. So it will 
be with the University of Califor- 
nia. On this western verge of the 
Continent where the great blue 
waves of the Pacific break upon 
the white sands of the shores and 
the fresh breezes invite us to con- 
stant labor and pleasant study 
the boys and girls of future gen- 
eration 
will enrich their minds 


with the noblest thoughts of phil- 
osophers and the great deeds of 
heroes until they shall become in- 
spired like Alexander to >go forth 
into the battle of lite winning 
victories of mankind and doing 
their part to advance the banner 
of their country full high in the 
scale of civilization.
